Example Showing How to Make Your Diagram. 
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It is very important that we get a carefully drawn sketch or plan with every 
order, so we may be able to make up the fence with every assurance that it will fit. 
The sketch should show the location of all gates and the position of all corner, end 
and gate posts. After giving the measurements from the end to the center of all 
gates, be sure to give total over-all measurements so that we may be doubly sure to 
have everything right. Always include the space taken up by the end posts, as they 
must invariably be measured in as fence. The width of gates is always understood to mean dis- 
tance between posts. We make the proper allowance for space taken up by hinges and latch 
when making the gates.

Our Parklawn Fence is constructed of strictly high grade material throughout. Only high standard full weight 
merchant pipe is used in the top rail and posts, and the heavy double galvanized wire for the fabric is made and 
woven in our own factory so that we know it is good. The post bases are most durable gray iron castings and 
the clamps, ratchets and ornaments are all made of malleable iron. All material is strictly first quality. The 
only difference between our Parklawn and our higher priced styles is in the design of the fabric and the size of 
the posts and railing. 

Detailed Description. 

POSTS — The Life of a fence is no longer than that of its posts. 
The end, corner and gate posts are made of standard full 
weight merchant pipe, 2 inches outside diameter, and are fitted 
with heavy cast iron bases. Cast iron has been found to be the 
best material to withstand rust and corrosion and so we use it 
for the bases, which are to go underground. The intermediate 
or line posts are made of 1%-inch pipe with a slightly lighter 
east iron base. These line posts are set as near 8 feet apart as 
the space will permit. It* you want to erect this fence on a 
brick, stone or concrete wall, we leave off the cast post bases 
and cut the tubing longer so it can be set 12 inches into the 
wall and then made secure by using cement or lead. 

TOP RAIL.INO — The top railing is made of standard full 
weight merchant pipe, 1V$ inches outside diameter. The rail 
runs continuously between the corner, end or gate posts, 
passing through, the line post clamps, thus making a very 
strong and rigid construction. 

FABRIC — We give you high grade fabric at low prices. Our 
Parklawn fabric is made with pickets and line wires of double 
galvanized soft steel wire. The pickets are formed from two 
No. 12% wires tightly twisted together and they extend the full 
height of the fabric. The intermediate short pickets are made 
of a single No. 13 wire. The line wires are made of two No. 12V; 
soft steel wires with right and left twists holding the pickets 



(irmly in place and yet allowing amply for contraction and ex- 
pansion during all seasons of the year. There are four cable 
line wires in the 24 inch and 28-inch fabrics and an extra one 
is added for each additional height, making the 44-inch fabric 
have six line wires. Each section of the fabric is woven in a 
special panel of exact length to fit between the end, corner and 
gate posts and is finished off square, leaving no rough or cat 
ends. This adds greatly to the appearance of the fence and is 
one of the many good features of our fences. Each line wire is 
attached to a tie ring at one end and to a ratchet at the other, 
by means of which the fabric can be stretched easily. 

GATES — We can furnish any size gate wanted, either single 
or double. The usual size single walk gate is 3 feet wide and 
the usual size double driveway gate is 10 feet wide. If you 
want a special size gate, always give the width of the opening 
wanted between posts and we will make the gate to fit. All 
gates are fitted with double swing hinges and positive auto- 
matic latch. All driveway gates should be made double, as 
large single gates, no matter how well made, will sag in time. 

CLAMPS AND ORNAMENTS — All clamps and ornaments are 
made of malleable iron. You can fit and adjust them without 
any fear of breakage. All end. corner and gate post tops are 
finished in aluminum bronze, which makes a handsome contrast 
to the black of the rail and posts and gives the fence a very 
dressy appearance. We always include enough glossy black 
paint to retouch the entire fence after it is set up.

Our most popular design in this type of fence. The top rail is heavier than is used in our Parklawn and the 
fabric is all double twisted wire — no single wires used. While not nearly as heavy a fence as our Fairmont, 
it is the fence we would recommend for all ordinary purposes. 

Detailed Description. 



TOSTS — The posts used in our Greenwood Fence are extra 
heavy, being: made of standard full weight merchant pipe, 2 
inches outside diameter. The line posts are 1% inches outside 
diameter. The bases are heavy cast iron, which will best with- 
stand the action of the moisture under ground and at the 
surface of the ground. The cast iron base is provided with 
an extension collar of cast metal at the top so that the steel 
tubing is protected from rust. 

TOP RAIL— Only standard full weight merchant pipe 1% 
inches outside diameter is used for the top rail. This rail is 
t-ontinuous between the end, corner and gate posts, running 
through the line post tops and forming a very strong frame- 
work for the fabric. 

FABRIC — The continuous bow top pickets are formed from 
two No. 12 V 2 soft steel galvanized wires, very tightly twisted 
together. The shorter intermediate pickets are made of the 
same wire in the same way, but are only about 20 inches high. 
The cable line wires are formed of two No. H' 1 ^ wires with 
alternate left and right twists, locking the pickets firmly into 
place. There are four cable line wires in the 24-inch and 28- 
inch fabrics, five in the 36-inch fabric and six in the 44-inch. 
The fabric is all woven in special panels of exact length to fit 
between the end. corner and gate posts. Each line wire is 



attached to a tie ring at one end and to a ratchet at the other, 
so that the fabric can be stretched and tightened at any time. 

GATES — Our gates are heavy and well made and are one of 
the strongest features of our fence. We furnish any size 
wanted, either single or double. The regular sizes are 3 feet 
for single walk gates and 10 feet for double driveway gates. 
When specifying the size of gates always give the width of the 
opening wanted between the gate posts and we will make the 
gate the proper size to tit. All gates are equipped with double 
action hinges and a positive automatic latch. 

CLAMPS AND ORNAMENTS— All clamps, ratchets and other 
ornaments are made of unbreakable malleable iron. The cast 
post tops are finished with aluminum bronze. The twisted 
wire cable is made up of four strands of heavy galvanized steel 
wire, and makes a neat finish for the top of the feme. We 
paint the posts and top rail at the factory and include enough 
paint with the shipment to retouch the whole feme after it 
has been erected. Only glossy jet black paint is used. 

NOTE — If you want to put this fence on a stone or brick 
wall, we leave off the cast post bases and cut the pipe 12 inches 
longer so it can be set into the wall and secured with cement 
or lead. Our price is 3 cents per foot less when the post bases 
are not furnished.

Extra Strong Steel Post Bases. 

The life of any fence, whether made of wood, wire 
or steel pickets depends in a large degree on the sub- 
stantiality of the posts used. For all our corner, end 
and gate posts we supply exceptionally strong steel 
bases for setting in the ground. This gives the posts 

a strong anchorage and keeps the fence erect and plumb at all times. It is 
better to fill in the post holes with crushed rock, gravel, or broken bricks, 
slushed in with cement mortar, but where this cannot be done, a very sub- 
stantial setting is secured with our posts by simply tamping the dirt in well 
around the bases. 

Adjustable Line Posts. 

Our adjustable line posts are one of the features of our fence worthy of 
special note. By means of the adjustable clamp the fence may be straight- 
ened at any time without disturbing the foundation. This is a very desirable 
point, for due to accident or the ravages of time and bad weather, any 
fence may be forced a little out of alignment, and if the line posts are not 
adjustable, it is impossible to straighten the fence without resetting the 
posts. 

Adjustable Rail Lugs. 

The malleable lugs for attaching the fence rails are also adjustable and 
may be raised or lowered and are tightly held in the required position by 
set screws. This makes it easy to line up the panels of fence whether the 
posts are set exactly the right distance into the ground or not, and is a 
decided convenience to the workman who is unaccustomed to this kind of 
work. And if at any time after the fence is set the ground should settle, 
the rail lugs can be easily raised and the fence kept in proper shape. 

Instead of bolting the channel rails of our fence rigidly to the line post lugs, we provide a slotted hole in 
the ends of the rails. This allows for the natural expansion and contraction of the panels of fence in various 
seasons of the year and prevents the fence from being forced out of alignment by natural causes. 

Adjustable Center Supports. 

The center support which we furnish for each 
full length panel of fence is made with a good 
ground anchor and is adjustable. The support 
fits under the center picket of the panel and by 
means of a wrench can be raised or lowered at 
will. With an adjustable support every 4 feet, 
it is impossible for our fence to get out of align- 
ment, if a little attention is given it occasionally. 
Too many iron and steel fences throughout the 
country are sadly out of shape from lack of atten- 
tion and most of these cannot be straightened 
because they lack the adjustable features found 
in our fences.

Special Care in Painting. 

All posts and panels of fence are given one coat of special formula black graphite 
paint before being shipped. This paint is made especially for this purpose^ and is 
superior to the common black paint usually used on iron work. After erecting our 
fence, it may be necessary to go over it and retouch any scratched or marred places 
due to rough handling in transit, and further, we suggest the repainting of the entire 
fence every year or two, to protect the metal from the weather. For this purpose be 
sure to get the best black graphite or asphalt paint you can secure. It pays to use 
good paint. 

Special Designs. 

We are well equipped to make any kind of special steel fence, gates, entrance arches, 
railings, gratings, sliding or folding gates, or any kind of ornamental iron or steel 
work. We invite correspondence on the subject. We can duplicate any plain or orna- 
mental steel fence ever made or we can make new special designs to order.

Method No. 1 

The quickest, easiest and 
cheapest method of erecting 
our Ornamental Wire Fabric 
Fence is simply to set the 
posts in holes and fill the 
holes with stones and brick- 
bats tamped in firmly with 
earth. This makes a very 
serviceable fence and for 
ordinary requirements is very 
satisfactory. 



Method No. 2 

A better method of setting 
is shown here. After each 
post has been placed in posi- 
tion the hole is filled with 
concrete. It is not necessary 
to dig a very large hole and 
the extra expense for cement 
and gravel is well worth 
while. 





Method No. 3 



The most substantial and 
therefore the most satisfactory 
method of setting is shown in 
this third illustration. The low 
wall or coping can be built be- 
fore or after the fence is pur- 
chased, but it is easier to set the 
posts into the wall before the 
cement hardens. When we 
furnish our wire fabric fences 
for erecting according to 
Method No. 3, we leave off the 
cast iron post bases and deduct 
3 cents per foot from the price. 
Always tell us whether the gate 
is to be on top of the wall, as 
shown here, or to set down into 
the wall, as shown in Method 
No. 3 on page 16. In the latter 
case tell us the height of the 
wall.

Method No. 1 

If the ground is firm and 
dry the post holes can be 
filled in with broken stones 
and brickbats and tamped in 
solidly with earth. Where 
there is no special strain on 
the fence this method serves 
very well. 





Method No. 2 

Considering the very little 
additional expense, we 
strongly recommend setting 
the posts in concrete. Dig 
the holes about the same size 
as for Method No. 1, and 
tamp the concrete in well 
about the post bases. Care 
should be taken to see that 
the posts are plumb before 
the cement sets. All braces 
are adjustable, however, and 
the fence can be straightened 
at any time. 



Method Nj. 3 

We show here a very satisfac- 
tory way of setting steel picket 
fence. If the wall or coping is 
to be of cement, it is well to 
wait until the fence arrives and 
build the line posts and the an- 
chor bolts for the corner and 
gate posts into the wall. Ordi- 
narily we furnish braces to go 
into the ground, but can also 
make them as shown in the 
small circle. When ordering 
steel picket fence always tell us 
whether the wall is already 
built or not and give us the 
height and width. Also tell us 
whether the gate is to set down 
into the wall, as shown here, or,, 
on top of the wall, as shown in 
Method No. 3 on page 13.
